ORDER  OF  SERVICE 

FOR  THE  BURIAL  OF 

SIR  JOSEPH  BARNBY, 


TUESDAY ,  FEBRUARY  4th,  1896. 
AT  12  O’CLOCK,  NOON. 


The  Cathedral  Clergy  and  Choir  meeting  the  Body  at  the 
West  End  of  the  Nave ,  will  go  before  it  toward  the 
Chancel ,  and  sing  the  following  Sentences  ( to  music 
by  Dr.  Croft). 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord : 

he  that  believeth  in  Me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live :  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Me 
shall  never  die.  St.  John  xi.  25,  26. 

I  KNOW  that  my  Eedeemer  liveth,  and  that  He 
shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth.  And 
though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in 
my  flesh  shall  I  see  God  :  Whom  I  shall  see  for  myself, 
and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another.  Job  xix. 
25,  26,  27. 
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WE  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain 
we  can  carry  nothing  out.  The  Lord  gave,  and 
the  Lord  hath  taken  away ;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  1  Tim .  vi.  7.  Job  i.  21. 

When  the  Clergy  and  Choir  have  reached  their  Stalls ,  and 
the  Coffin  has  been  placed  as  appointed ,  the  Choir  will 
sing  the  following  Psalm  to  a  Chant  by  the  late 
Sir  J.  Barnby.

5  As  soon  as  thou  scatterest  them  *  they  are  even  | 
as  a  |  sleep :  and  fade  away  |  suddenly  |  like  the  | 
grass. 

6  In  the  morning  t  is  green  and  |  groweth  |  up  :  but 
in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down  |  dried  |  up  and  | 
withered. 

7  For  we  consume  away  in  |  thy  dis-  |  -pleasure  :  and 
are  afraid  at  thy  |  wrathful  |  indig-  |  -nation. 

8  Thou  hast  set  our  mis-  |  -deeds  be-  |  -fore  thee  :  and 
our  secret  sins  in  the  |  light  |  of  thy  |  countenance. 
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9  For  when  thou  art  angry,  all  our  |  days  are  |  gone : 
we  bring  our  years  to  an  end  *  as  it  were  a  |  tale  | 
that  is  |  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  age  are  three-score  years  and  ten  * 

and  though  men  be  so  strong  that  they  come  to  | 
four-score  |  years  :  yet  is  their  strength  then  but 
labour  and  sorrow  *  so  soon  passeth  it  a-  |  -way  and 
|  we  are  |  gone. 

11  But  who  regardeth  the  power  |  of  thy  |  wrath  :  for 

even  thereafter  as  a  man  feareth  |  so  is  |  thy  dis-  | 
-pleasure. 

12  0  teach  us  to  |  number  .  our  |  days  :  that  we  may 

apply  our  |  hearts  |  unto  |  wisdom. 

13  Turn  thee  again,  0  Lord  |  at  the  |  last  :  and  be  | 

gracious  |  unto  .  thy  |  servants. 

14  0  satisfy  us  with  thy  mercy  and  |  that  |  soon  :  so 

shall  we  rejoice  and  be  glad  all  the  |  days  |  of  our 
|  life. 

15  Comfort  us  again  *  now  after  the  time  that  thou 

hast  |  plagued  us  :  and  for  the  years  wherein  |  we 
have  |  suffered  .  ad-  |  -versity. 

16  Shew  thy  |  servants  .  thy  |  work  :  and  their  |  child¬ 

ren  |  thy  |  glory. 

17  And  the  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord  our  God  |  be 

up-  |  -on  us  :  prosper  thou  the  work  of  our  hands 
upon  us  *  0  prosper  |  thou  our  |  handy-  |  -work. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  |  and  .  to  the  |  Son  :  and  |  to 
the  |  Holy  |  Ghost; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning  *  is  now,  and  |  ever  |  shall 
be  :  world  without  |  end.  |  A-  |  -men. 
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Then  shall  be  sung  the  Hymn  following.
